DEATH or ORSON PRATT. 


— 


A thirty-five minutes past eiglt o'clock on the morning:of Monday the third 
of Qetober, Apostle Orson Pratt quietly passed away,’ at his home in Salt 
Lake City, surrounded by the greater portion of his family. And with the 
serenity of a peaceful sleep, after a useful life of over seventy me, his 
tabértiaclé lay at from itsIabors, 

About n year ago brother Pratt suffered from a severe itiness, and-althougb.

Orson Pratt was dorn in Hartford, Washington * County, ‘York: 
September 19, 1811. He was essentially a student from his youth, as well as 
being prayerful. and industrious. He: embraced the Gospel while young, 
being baptized by his brother Parley on his nineteenth birthday. He was- 
ordained an Elder December 1, 1830, and was ‘afterwards chosen ‘as one 
the fitst*Quorum of 'Apbstles, being ordained’ on April 26, 1685, under the’ 
hands of Oliver Cowdery’ and David Whitmer. He performed much missig 
ary labor, and was almost continually e in some service-for the Ch G.

well versed in astronomy, Hebrew and

Mormon in phonetic characters ; and in 1878 He started for England to, 
prepare a stereotyped edition of the Book of Mormon and Bodk of Doctrine

Brother Pratt was appointed and sustained in 1674 as Historian and Gen- 
@burch:Recordér, which position he retained till ris decease. He was 
prominently connected with legislative duties in Utah Territory, having
